Items to be Searched For and Seized 


A. Evidence and Instrumentalities of the Subject Offenses 

1. Law enforcement personnel are authorized to seize a cellphone with call 
number 716-818-7666 (the “Electronic Device”), and, during the execution of this 
search warrant, are authorized to depress the fingerprints and/or thumbprints of Chris 
Graham onto the Touch ID sensor of the cellphones, or hold the cellphones in front of 
Graham’s face to activate the Face ID sensor, in order to gain access to the contents of 
any such device as authorized by this warrant. 

2. Law enforcement personnel (including, in addition to law enforcement officers 
and agents, , attorneys for the government, attorney support staff, agency personnel 
assisting the government in this investigation, and outside technical experts under 
government control) are authorized to review and seize the ESI contained on the 
Electronic Device for evidence, fruits, and instrumentalities of violations of Title 18, 
United States Code, Sections 1343 (wire fraud), 1348 (securities fraud), and Title 15, 
United States Code, Sections 78j(b) and 78ff, as well as Title 17, Code of Federal 
Regulations, Section 240.10b-5 (securities fraud), and aiding and abetting and 
conspiring to commit these offenses in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
2 (aiding and abetting), 371 (conspiracy) and 1349 (conspiracy) (the “Subject Offenses”) 
described as follows: 

a. Communications regarding Innate Immunotherapeutics Ltd.; 

b. Evidence concerning the location of the user of the device and the times the 
device was used; and 

c. Evidence concerning the identity or location of, and communications with, 
coconspirators, including, but not limited to, photographs, contact lists, 
address books. 


B. Review of ESI 

Following seizure of any computer devices and storage media and/or the creation of 
forensic image copies, law enforcement.personnel (which may include, in addition to law 
enforcement officers and agents, attorneys for the government, attorney support staff, agency 
personnel assisting the government in this investigation, and outside technical experts under 
government control) are authorized to review the ESI contained therein for information 
responsive to the warrant. 
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In conducting this review, law enforcement personnel may use various techniques to 
locate information responsive to the warrant, including, for example: 

• surveying various file “directories” and the individual files they contain (analogous 
to looking at the outside of a file cabinet for the markings it contains and opening 
a drawer believed to contain pertinent files); 

• opening or cursorily reading the first few “pages ” of such files in order to determine 
their precise contents;

• scanning storage areas to discover and possibly recover recently deleted files or 
deliberately hidden files; 

• performing key word searches through all electronic storage areas to determine 
whether occurrences of language contained in such storage areas exist that are 
intimately related to the subject matter of the investigation; and 

• reviewing metadata, system information, configuration files, registry data, and any 
other information reflecting how, when, and by whom the computer was used. 

Law enforcement personnel will make reasonable efforts to search only for files, 
documents, or other electronically stored information within the categories identified in 
Section A of this Attachment. However, law enforcement personnel are authorized to 
conduct a complete review of all the ESI from seized devices or storage media if necessary to 
evaluate its contents and to locate all data responsive to the warrant. 
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
